Talking over its coiidemnatiou and 
the erec'tion of a new and iiUKleru struc­ 
ture, a leading and representative citizen 
and taxfiayer sa id: 
“ 1 know all about that miserable old 
pile on the hill at Lisbon 
As it now 
stands, it is a disgrace to the conntv and 
110 time should Imi lost in condemning it. 
A new building, an annex to the court 
house, should 
Th> erwtcil, buildeii of 
such materials and representing such 
architecture as will lie a credit to the 
countv 
No m an’s health should 
Im> en­ 
dangered by such surroundings as now 
exist at the old jail 
It is a burning 
shame to ask the sheriff and his family 
to live amid such sniroundings, such 
utter absence of all sanitary precautions. 
Hit the m atter hard in vour paper

and those of them who w ish to buy any 
of the lot* offered to them return tile 
list* w ith the highest bids they arc pre­ 
pared to make, and the highest bidder 
becomes the purchaser and cairn** it 
off. 
The annual soles bring iii some­ 
thing over £10,000 a year, which, ac­ 
cording to arrangements prevailing up 
till 1841. Would all have gone as "per­ 
quisite*” into official pockets. 
These 
were the g(xxl old time* before the civ­ 
il service ‘‘went to the dogs ” 
It wa* 
found in very many cases that tho offi 
elal w ho pocketed the proceed* of waste 
palier had tho original ord**ring of tho 
goods. 
The more 
in* ordered 
the greater 
would I*’ the waste and the better for 
his pocket, and of course there was a 
dreadful how l when, iii 1841, Mr. Mc- 
Culloeh promised a reform. 
The reform 
wa* indeed carried— on paper. But that, 
too, for a long time, proved to I*' little 
better than w aste palier. 
The officials 
naturally entertained the strongest ob 
jection to relinquishing their custom­ 
ary perquisites and held on to them un­ 
til a few of them were prosecuted for 
theft, or, 
to adopt the 
more polite 
phraseology of a treasury minute, for 
“ the 
system atic misappropriation of 
public property,” and then for the first 
time Mr. McCulloch’s reform became a 
real one, aud ever since all waste has 
been properly collected and system atic 
ally dealt w ith .—Chambers’ Journal.
